TAKE ITS MEDICINE

Attorneys and Officers of the Trust 


Decline to Submit Any Evidence 


in Defense to Judge Landis 


Chicago, July S.—The attorneys 


for the Standard Oil company today 
declined to submit any further evi- 
dence in the investigation held on 
Saturday by Judge Landis. 
Judge 


Landis then announced that sentence 
•will he passed on the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana, which was con- 
victed of using illegal railroad rates 
on. August third. 


When the attorneys interested in 


the Standard Oil case appeared before 
Judge Landis at the opening of court 
today, the judge said to the attorneys 
for the company: 


"Have you anything to offer in this 


case prior to the entering of a final 
order?" 
"We have .a formal statement to 


make," said Attorney Rosenthal, "and 
I will read it to the court." 


Standard Oil's Statement. 


Mr. Rosenthal then read the state- 


ment, which was substantially as fol- 
lows: 
"In answer to the court as to wheth- 


er the defendant desires to offer any 
evidence tending to show that the de- 
fendant, or the Standard Oil company, 
of New Jersey, never violated the in- 
terstate commerce law before and ap- 
pearing now for the purpose of an- 
swering this- inquiry and denying the 
jurisdiction of the court in the prem- 
ises, and contending that this entire 
Inquiry is beyond the legal power of 
the court, the defendant still insist- 
ing that the record in this case shows 


that it is 
innocent of the offenses 


charged in the indictment, the defend- 
ant desires to say this: 


"There are in the record no sugges- 


tions that this defendant ever before 
was charged with the violation of the 
interstate commerce law. 


"For this defendant now to assert 


its innocence of matters that it is not 
charged with, or attempt to show that 
it has been innocent of -wrong doing 
in connection with matters outside of 
the record of this case would present 
a situation unheard of in Anglo-Saxon 
jurisprudence." 


The statement then claimed at some 


length that the court had no right to 
go outside of this case in considering 
the penalty to be meted out. 


Will Plead When Charged. 


The statement then concludes: 
"If the occasion shall ever arise in 


an appropriate proceeding where this 
defendant can without anw waiver of 
its legal rights subject itself to the 
question of its having heretofore vio- 
lated the interstate commerce law it 
will certainly appear that since the 
passage of that law there has been 
no violation of its provisions by eith- 
er the Standard Oil company, of New 
Jersey, or the Standard Oil company, 
of Indiana." 


Throughout the reading of the state- 


ment Judge Landis listened 
with 


much interest and whon it was con- 
cluded, said abruptly: 


"The final order in this case will be

"Should hostilities break out be- 


tween Japan and America the result 
would be indecisive, owing to a want 
of proper bases of operations. Such 
bases as exist are too distant for prac- 
tical purposes. 
Even the nearest 


bases — namely:

Pescadores, 


Cavlte and Manila, are at a distance 


-. of 600 miles from one another. 
\ "Even if the Washington 
govern- 


ment should decide on a war, it is 
doubtful if the Americans serving in 
the navy are sufficiently patriotic to 
fight 
' 


"American naval officers are bril- 


liant figures at balls and social gather- 
Ings, but they are deficient in profes- 
sional training and practice. 


"It is too much to expect a burning 


patriotism In the American naval 
service in case of war with Japan. It 
Is likely that most of the crews would 
' desert and leave the ships." 


A MISSION OF PEACE. 


That's What Admiral Dewey Calls 


Transfer of Warships to Pacific^ 


New York, July 8.—Admiral Dewey, 


•who is sojourning for the summer at 
Richfield Springs, N. Y., is quoted in 
an interview published in the Ameri- 
can today, as saying in regard to the 
transfer of the battleship fleet to the 
Pacific: 


"It is a pity we have not ships 


enough to keep powerful fleets in both 
oceans, but since we have not 
it 


seems that in the interests of peace 
It Is best at this time that our fleet 
should be in the Pacific. 


"This cruiser transfer, or whatever 


you like to call it, is a mission of 
peace. ' I do not think it likely that 
this country will become seriously in- 
volved with any power. But If trouble 
should come by any chance, it Is well 
to be fully prepared for it 


"It Is necessary for us to hold the 


balance of sea power on the Pacific, 
The defenses on that coast are not up 
to the standard of the Atlantic. That 
the nation that has this power con- 
trols the situation was proven in our 
•war with Spain." 


In discussing the possibility of the 


fleet going to the Philippines, the ad- 
miral said: 


"I would say that unless the danger 


•was most Immient, it would not be 
advisable to concentrate a large fleet 
with hundreds of officers and thou- 
sands of men in Philippine waters. 
The climate is not right, as I know 
from personal experience. 


"An enemy migbt take the Philip- 


pines and Hawaii, but as soon as we 
met them on the sea they would have 
to give them up. 
The very presence 


of our sea force in the Pacific will 
serve every purpose." 


Admiral Dewey said there should be 


no trouble in taking the fleet around 
the horn into the Pacific. 
The bat- 


tleships, he said, should have no more

could check his train and bring it to 
a stop all of the wheels had passed 
over the body, which was ground to a 
pulp.

to view the remains. There were a 
number of witnesses to the accident, 
which occurred in full view of a car 
loaded with people. 


Townsend was a farmer and had 


lived in Allen county most of his life, 
where he enjoyed a most extensive 
acquaintance. 
He had been in Con- 


voy but a short 
time and was at- 


tempting to catch the car to return 
home.

As Admiral 


Brownson said, "there Is no time like 
the present for such a demonstration," 
a time when the United States is at 
perfect peace with every nation. 


In everything that has come from 


the president regarding the movement 
it has been indicated that the fleet, 
wherever it may go. Is to he brought 
back to the Atlantic, and that the re- 
turn is to be as great a demonstration 
of speed as the outward journey. 


Roosevelt's Policy Consistent. 


While it is asserted with all possi- 


ble emphasis that there is no founda- 
tion for apprehension of trouble, im- 
mediate or future, between the United 
States and Japan, the proposed dem- 
onstration with the fleet can be looked 
upon in no other light than that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt intends to 
use 
the 


American navy for exactly that pur- 
pose, for which he has advocated its 
augmentation—a guarantee 
of inter- 


national peace.

of the National Civi? federation, after 
an exhaustive study, lasting nearly 
two vears, of the practical operation 
of public utilities by municipalities at 
home and abroad, have completed 
their labors. 


The reports on labor conditions are 


the first to b& made public. 
There 


are two of these—one by Prof. John R. 
Commons of 
Wisconsin university, 


and the other by J. W. Sullivan, editor 
of the Clothing Trades Bulletin of 
New York. 


The report of Prof. Commons, under 


the title of "Labor and Politics," is 
more favorable to municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities than is that of 
Mr. Sullivan, made under the genera! 
leading. "Tlio Labor Report." 


Mr. Sullivan makes caustic 
refer- 


ence io political rottenness, evidence 
as to which he declares was conclu- 
sive 
in 
Syracuse, 
Allegheny, 
and 


Wheeling. 
Prof. Commons, on the 


other hand, holds that corruption un- 
der municipal control was no greater 
than under private ownership. 


Wide Scope of Inquiry. 


The field covered by the commis- 


sions labors included the public and 
private operation of the four leading 
utilities—gas. water, electric lighting 
and power, and street railways—in all 
:he cities visited both in America and' 
Great 
Britain. 
Among the 
cities 


abroad which the commission selected 
'or their inquiry were Glasgow, New- 
castle-on-Tyne, 
London, 
Liverpool, 


Norwich, Manchester, 
Birmingham, 


Dublin, Leicester and Sheffield. Inves- 
tigations in the United States were 
made in Cleveland, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Wheeling, Detroit, Indianapolis, 
Richmond, Atlanta, South Norwalk, 
Syracuse, Allegheny, New Haven and 
Hartford. 


Wage Rate Not Advanced. 


Mr. Sullivan sums up his observa- 


tions with the conclusion that in all 
but the most poorly paid forms of 
labor, and for tramway employes, 
niunicipalization. has not raised the 
w/age or improved working conditions 
of the employes above conditions in 
the private undertakings. 
With re- 


spect to "common, unorganized labor," 
however, the investigators 
found a 


difference favorable to British muni- 
cipal employes. The reports cites two 
causes for this condition: First, that 
the municipal laborer is a picked mart, 
and, second, that this class of labor is 
capable of exerting on city councils a 
combined pressure which obtains for 
them better terms than the employing 
councilors accord to the men they hire 
in their private capacity for similar 
work. 


"Shackles" Seen in Britain. 


"No street car undertaking in Great 


Britain has ever been a 'private' en- 
terprise in the sense in which the 
word is applied in this country," says 
Mr. Sullivan. "The twenty-one years' 
term of the franchise, the veto of com- 
pany petitions by village authorities, 
the enormous cost of parliamentary 
powers and local assents, and various 
other restrictions nonexistent In the 
United States, shackle and impoverish 
British tramway company 
manage- 


ment and consequently forbid an in- 
telligent investigator to employ Brit- 
ish example to Illustrate possibilities 
in America through change from pri- 
vate to municipal ownership. 
Com- 


pared with the remarkable changes 
for the better in wages and hours in 
the American street car industry un- 
der companies, the best of the British 
municipal labor improvements seem 
hardly more than trivial." 


M. O. Theorists Vanishing. 


Little attention Qias been given in 


the report to the class of British muni- 
cipalizers who would carry municipal 
ownership Into fields wherever they 
imagine promise of a speedy remedy 
for civic abuses or economic better- 
ment for the masses. 


"If any of the Utopian schemes of 


these municipalizes had still bid fair 
to be fulfilled," the report continues, 
'Tne facts would have been given pass- 
ing recognition and the hopeful out- 
look touched upon. 
Rather are there 


Indications that the tide In practical 
niunicipalization is turned. 
Platform 


demands may be more numerous than 
ever with extremely radical theorists 
who have the ear of the clamorous 
among the hungry masses, but the re- 
cent elections have gone'against the 
radical sentiment and appropriations 
from councils and parliament are com- 
monly expected to cease or 
follow 


slowly. 


Says Rottenness Exists. 


"In America the municipalised enter- 


prises visited by our labor investiga- 
tors have been rich mines for signi- 
ficant facts relating to politics rather 
than to labor. 
These facts are not 


usually among those heretofore em- 
emphasized by the American advocates 
of municipal ownership. 
The testi- 


mony as to political rottenness, root 
and branch, in Syracuse, Allegheny, 
and Wheeling 
is conclusive. 
The 


municipal plants examined in these 
cities, it is to be remembered, were se- 
lected as models by 
representative 


municipalizers of the commission. 


"In Cleveland the present mayor in- 


creased his reform forces in the public 
water department so- as to strengthen 
his vote In the primaries—an act pos- 
sible at all times also under the next 
and succeeding administrations, which 
may be bad where 
the present is 


good. 


"In Chicago, where civil service is 


ironclad , the 
appointment by the 


mayor of department heads and even 
of the civil service commission Itself 
has more, than once proved a vulnera- 
ble point in the civic armor, with sad 
results. 


Calls Advantages Mythical. 


"Any advantage In wages or hours

THE STAINING OF THE FLAG. 


Rev. 
H. T. Sell Finds Threat in the 


Violation of the Law. 


"What Religious Character Has the 


Declaration of Independence?" 
and 


"The Question of a Stainless Flag" 
were twin subjects of striking 
and 


forceful diccourse by Rev. Henry T. 
Sell 
at 
Plymouth Congregational 


church Sunday evening. Application 
of this sermon was made to condi- 
tions in Fort Wayne with special re- 
gard to the violation of the laws by 
saloonkeepers. 
The conclusion was 


reached, demonstrated by Dr. Sell, 
that the law so violated constituted 
a stain upon the flag. The American 
flag, he said, was founded upon the 
Declaration of Independence, and that 
declaration was founded upon three 
religious principles—that all rights 
are "derived from the Creator, that ap- 
peal shall he had only to the Supreme 
Judge, and the confession of reliance 
upon divine power. 
In the declara- 


tion, declared Dr. Sell, there was no 
mention of an appeal to arms. 


The flag being founded upon 
the 


declaration, the minister took up the 
question as to whether or not any of 
the principles had been violated. He

Must G-ive Negro First Class 


Accommodations 
for 


First Class Fares, 


Washington, July S.—The interstate 


commerce commission in a decision to- 
day in the case of Georgia Edwards 
against the Nashville, Chattanooga £ 
St. Louis railroad, held that where a 
railroad provided'certain accommoda- 
tions for a first-class passenger of the 
white race it is commanded by the law 
that like accommodations shall be pro- 
cided for negroes who have purchased 
first-class tickets. 
It holds that, in 


this case it is manifest the railroad 
"has unduly and unjustly discriminated 
in some particulars against 
colored 


passengers" and orders that where the 
railroad provides a wash bowl and 
towels in the coaches for white pass- 
engers and a separate smoking com- 
partment, 
similar 
accommodations 


shall be provided for negro passengers 
paying similar fare. 
Co'mmissioner 


Lane who rendered the decision said 
"the expense of the small smoking 
compartment in the latter (the car for 
whites) accounts for nearly all the 
difference in cost between the 
two 


cars." 
He holds that the question cf 


the right under the constitution to sep- 
arate white and colored passengers 
has been upheld by the supreme court 
of the United States.

Lar.e's decision was on a case involv- 
ing passage 
between 
Chattanooga,
